The peculiar m an n er in which 
the fire burn ed had much to do 
with the disastrous results, reach­ 
in g up to the third floor an d then 
sudden ly spreadin g out in such a 
man n er as to sn uff out the liv es of 
the v ictims almost without w arn ­ 
in g. 
Some jumped, two to almost im­ 
mediate death an d on e to frightful 
in jury. 
The rest were burn ea or 
suffocated. 
On e died of burn s at 
the City hospital.

J. Allen , a widower, aged 
30 years, a ston emason by trade, 
w horesided at 19 08 South Lamin e 
street with his tw o daughters, was 
burn ed to death, together w ith ten 
îother people, in a fire that de­ 
stroyed the Em pire hotel in St. 
Louis at 3 :3o o’clock 
Sun day 
m orn in g. 
Mr. Allen left Sedalia last S at­ 
urday aftern oon for St. Louis to 
v isit his daughter, 
Mrs. 
A llen 
S cott, who resides at 26 34A Oliv e 
av en ue. 
A s Mr. an d Mrs. Scott 
are boardin g, an d there was n o 
v acan t room at their home, Mr. 
A llen secured lodgin g at the E m ­ 
pire hotel, where he lost his life. 
The deceased had resided in Se 
dalia for 19 years an d had worked 
for E dw ard H urley an d other local 
con tractors. 
On e of his daughters. Miss Belie, 
is a saleslady at M ercurio’s, an d 
the other, Ella, is employed at 
L on gan ’s laun dry. 
Besides these, deceaied had on e 
‘ son , J . W . A llen , liv in g at 9 10 
E ast Fourteen th street, who is em­ 
ployed at the F ran ken shoe fac­ 
tory, an d who left for Si. Louis 
last n ight on the K aty flyer to 
brin g his father’s remain s to Se­ 
dalia for burial. 
T he eon stated to a D e m oc r at 
represen tativ e th at his father in ­ 
ten ded takin g between $400 an d 
$500 w ith him to St. Louis, hut 
w hether he obtain ed a draft for the 
cash was n ot kn own . 
‘T hav e teen here 
19 years 
said M r. A llen to his son Satur 
day, **an d it is doubtful if I ev e 
return , as 1 believ e I can do better 
in S t. Louis.” 
T he son en deav ored to hav e his 
father postpon e his trip un til M on ­ 
day, but he an sw ered that he hac 
w ritten to his daughter that he was 
com in g an d there was n o use in 
disappoin tin g her. 
T he dead m an was a v eteran o 
. the civ il w ar an d formerly belon gec 
to the G. A . R ., but had n ot aflili 
ated w ith it in recen t years. 
H e 
is* said to hav e been a splen dic 
w orkm an , an d was n ev er out o 
em ploym en t here when ev er there 
was w ork to do. 
H e did n ot he 
lon g to an y fratern al order, n or die 
he carry an y in suran ce.

T he worst loss of life from fire 
ev er recorded in S t. Louis, with 
on e exception , occurred yesterday 
m orn in g in the destruction of the 
E m pire apartm en ts, 2700 02 Oliv e 
street, for which an alarm was 
soun ded at 3 :io o’clock, foliowec 
by a secon d tw en ty min utes later 
though the blaze had ev iden tly 
started lon g before the first alarm 
was sen t in . 
In causin g a loss estimated at 
$25,000 the fire sn uffed cut elev en 
liv es, most of the v ictims bein g 
foun d, 
after 
the 
ñ ames 
were 
quen ched, iu their rooms, in their 
beds, 
ev en , 
suffocated 
by 
the 
smoke. 
The loss of life was the greatest 
in the history of the city, from 
such a cause, with the sin gle excep­ 
tion of the great Southern hotel 
fire. 
The scen e of the fire, the 
Em pire hotel, was run as bachelor 
^.partmen ts, though kn own up to a 
year or so ago as on e of the worst 
of the question able resorts of the 
city. 
The fire, so horrible in . its re­ 
sults, seems n ot to hav e been dis­ 
cov ered by 
the in mates of the 
house, but by passers-by, an d it 
was left to a youn g man iiv iog in 
the n eighborhood,

SURGEONS’ MASKS. 


A N ew M eth o d o f P ro tecting W o u nds 
f ro m Infectio n. 
Several tests of what is known as 
the surgeon's mask, an article in [end­ 
ed to give freedom from the dangei 
of wound infection, have recently 
taken place abroad, and the results 
are .-aid to have been most gratifving.

As far as known, these masks have 
not as y et been used ill this cilv. save 
the Baltimore American, or even on 
this side of the Atlantic, but if the 
ma? k provides as much additional pro­ 
tection to a subject as is claimed 
it 
will undoubtedly soon play an impor­ 
tant part in every operation, in the 
general move for perfection in anti­ 
septics, in which sueh great 
step? 
have b vn tak< n in the last 10 or 15 
y ears, the danger of causing infection 
during an operation has been great­ 
ly minimized. 
To those who have 
studied the subject carefully a prom­ 
inent obstacle to this end has been the 
danger from the breath of the sur­ 
geon and his assistant. 
In the hos­ 
pitals of Baltimore, as elsewhere, the 
instruments 
used 
are 
carefully 
washed in antiseptic solutions, and 
the gowns worn by the surgeon, his 
assistants and the students present 
are all sterilized, but in spite ©f these 
and other precautions infection does 
figure to quite a large ex tent. 
The new mask now being ex peri­ 
mented with in Europe is of 
tine 
gauze. 
It tightly covers the mouth 
and nose and hampers in no way the 
sight, the hearing, or even perfect 
breathing. 
The gauze is merely in­ 
tended to prevent the spread of germs 
and consequent 
wound 
poisoning. 
Some time ago many surgeons came 
to the conclusion that beards 
were 
fruitful sources of infection, and many 
now shave closely or trim their beards 
quite short, and, in addition, 
take 
pains to disinfect them before enter­ 
ing the operating arena. 
In regard 
to the breath, it has been claimed that 
the presence of many students in an 
operating room adds to the danger. 
Movements along this line may vet

end in curtailing the number of stu­ 
dents and spectators in clinics.
